Local endurance swimmer, Matthew 
Dawson, is all set to cross the Channel this 
month. However the recent cold weather 
might stop him, no matter how strong 
a swimmer he is. 

Richmond-based Matthew has to 
acclimatise to the cold water by training in 
Dover every weekend in an effort to avoid 
hypothermia mid-crossing. Given the 
strict rules associated with crossing the 
Channel solo, he will be disqualified if he 
even touches the side of his support boat. 

Matthew commented: 'I have always 
wanted to push myself to my physical 


limits. The only way you really know what 
you are truly made of is when you have 
gone beyond what you believe are your 
limits. I have run the marathon and 
completed a number of triathlons and 
after each event I realised that I could 
push myself further than I thought I could, 
the Channel will be taking this a step 
further. I'm raising money for a charity 
that I believe in. Access Sport.'

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There are delicious goings on at Kew Gardens 
this summer... Vicky Smith finds out more 


H ave you visited Kew 

Gardens recently? If so, 
you may have noticed 
(and it's pretty hard not 
to) a giant pineapple 
bobbing in the usually serene waters of 
the Palm House Pond. If you've not 
visited the stupendous local botanical 
gardens for a while, make this new fruity 
attraction your excuse. 

The pineapple forms the centrepiece 
of the Tutti Frutti Boating Experience', 
a temporary installation created by 
'architectural foodsmiths' 

Bompas & Parr as part of Kew's 
IncrEdibles season, which is dedicated 
to celebrating and introducing 
surprising edible plants to visitors. 

The striking statue sits on a floating 
island in the middle of the lake, and 
visitors can reach it via a walkway that 
runs across the water, or they can hire 
a boat and enter the secret Banana 
Grotto beneath the pineapple. 

The union between London's most 
exciting - and experimental - food fans 
with the Royal Botanical Gardens, Kew 
may seem unlikely, but it makes perfect 


sense, says one half of the team, Sam 
Bompas: 'Kew has always been a place 
of pilgrimage and inspiration for Harry 
[the other half of Bompas & Parr] and 
myself. To collaborate with them makes 
perfect sense for us - their concern with 
the world's plant life directly provides us 
with our raw materials for creativity. 

'Our design process always starts with 
a raw ingredient - be it fruit, alcohol,

chocolate or coffee. Trace any ingredient 
back far enough and you get to plants.'

extensive and inspiring bromeliad 
collection. The pineapple, perhaps the 
most lauded bromeliad, was long seen as 
the king of fruits - a lush and tropical 
treat combining the bounty of 
strawberries with an exotic citrus tang. 
The fruits were once so rare and 
wondrous that they would change hands 
for fortunes. Hostesses would rent them 
by the hour for dinner parties to impress 
snobs and rivals. 

'As London natives, we are obsessed 
with pineapples in architecture. Take a 


wander around the capital, and you will 
see that the triumphant pineapple is a 
London-wide architectural motif. You 
can find them everywhere, from the 
pineapples of Lambeth Bridge, to the 
finials of St Paul's Cathedral. The 
pineapple at the centre of the Tutti Frutti 
installation is the most triumphant of 
them all. Bring on the bromeliad!'

Dance hall of fame 


Elliot Tucker explores the history of Richmond’s legendary Crawdaddy 
Club, which has welcomed the likes of The Rolling Stones and The Yardbirds 



The Rolling Stones 
were just one of a 
handful of hugely 
succesful British bands 
and artists who started 
their careers at 
The Crawdaddy Club 


I n late 1962 The Crawdaddy Club 
opened its doors in the basement of 
the Station Hotel, Richmond. What 
followed, and the acts that played there, is 
nothing short of musical legend. 

The first house band at the club was 
The Dave Hunt R&B band featuring a 
young Ray Davies, who would later to go 
on to form seminal British act The Kinks. 

They were replaced by an up-and- 
coming band called The Rolling Stones, 
who played their first Crawdaddy gig in 
February 1963. Only a few months after 
starting at The Crawdaddy, The Stones 
were invited to go on a nationwide tour. 

Looking for a new house band. The 
Crawdaddy turned to Kingston-based act 
The Yardbirds. The new group had big 
boots to fill but proved more than capable 
when they arrived with Eric Clapton on 
lead guitar. Clapton later left to form 
Cream, and in his place came Jeff Beck, 
who was then joined by Jimmy Page. 

By 1966 The Crawdaddy's house band 
had featured three of the greatest British 
guitarists ever and was set for another 
bout of music royalty when Beck was fired 
and formed The Jeff Beck Group with Rod 
Stewart and Ronnie Wood. The band 
played early gigs at The Crawdaddy 
before Wood and Stewart left to join 
members of the disbanded Small Faces in 
July 1969 and form The Faces. 

When The Faces split up Wood went 
on to join The Rolling Stones, drummer 
Kenney Jones replaced Keith Moon in The 
Who and Rod Stewart became one of the 
most successful recording artists of all time. 

Stewart had actually started his career 
at The Crawdaddy as a member of The 
Steampacket, after being 'discovered' 
whilst busking at Twickenham train 
station. Baldry also later played the club 
with Bluesology, featuring one Reggie 
Dwight who, when going solo, took the 
name of Elton John. 

By late 1968 Jimmy Page had continued 
with Crawdaddy originals. The Yardbirds, 
but had recruited John Bonham, Robert 
Plant and John Paul Jones. Wanting to 
distinguish themselves from the old band, 
they adopted the name Led Zeppelin and 
played the club as a tribute to their roots. 

What started as a small band night in 
Richmond went on to become London's 
version of the Cavern Club, influencing 
British music output immeasurably.

A fter a less-than-successful 
early part of the summer, 
it's probably a good idea to 
give up on what's left of the 
greenery and flowers and 
concentrate on sprucing up the terrace 
and back garden - in the hope that we 
might be in for an Indian summer.

of painting and being creative. 

The fashion for huge open-plan 
rooms at the back of the house means 
that we're confronted a wide open view 
of the back garden all year round. For 
many of us, that means taking a rather 
different attitude to avoid getting either 
depressed and/or irritated by the sight 


of an unkempt and unloved garden. 

A paved or terraced area is rather easier 
to look after, and can be treated pretty 
much like an 'outdoor room'. The one 
vital thing to remember is to introduce 
outdoor lighting at the same time as the 
floor-to-ceiling glass doors are installed, 
otherwise the garden will look like a wall 
of blackness through the glass doors 
when the interior lights are on in the 
evening.

If you've already got a fairly 
organised garden, think about adding 
some late-summer colour by painting 
decking, furniture and even structures 
like the shed, arbour, pergola and any 
arches or trellising.

Perfect to share or indulge in alone, Spanish food has taken 
over London - but can many boast real tapas temptation? 


M ost days, you'll be lucky 
to get a chair. Well, 
without a decent wait, 
that is. But the usual 15 
minute hiatus is made 
all the more bearable by an ice-cold 
glass of Manzanilla sherry. And the 
thought of the feast ahead. There are 
burnished tortillas, small but perfectly 
formed, oozing just runny egg at the 
mere mention of knife. Tissue paper thin 
slices of lomo, and nuttily beautiful 
shards of jamon iberico, sit alongside 
great chunks of chorizo. And prawns, so 
fresh they still sing of the sea, scattered 
in salt and cooked on La Plancha. 

A whole grilled quail, with a stickily 
crisp skin, is devoured in moments. As 
are fat croquetas, stuffed with silken, 
ham flecked bechamel. And a salad of 
crisp gem lettuce, draped with 
beautifully saline anchovies and nuggets 
of good Serrano too. Here at Barrafina 
(barrafina.co.uk) in Soho, there's no 
pomp or pretension. Just Spanish food 
at its very best. 

And Barrafina's not alone. Because in 
London, it's possible to seek out Iberian 
food that would impress even the most 
exacting of Spanish, Basques, or 
Catalan. It wasn't always thus. A couple 
of decades back, Spanish food was a 
byword for barely edible gloom; limp, 
lifeless chorizo flailing in a mess of teeth 
strippingly tart red wine; tortilla more 
suited to throwing than eating; squid 
clad in grease sodden batter; and 
sangria. Always damned sangria. 
Traditional Spanish food is rarely 
complex, or concerned with visual 
seduction. But it does demand 
superior ingredients. 

Salt Yard never ceases to thrill, from 
a plate of three different Manchego 
cheeses (beautifully sourced) to tapas 
that make the taste buds swoon. Don't 
miss their salt cod croquetas. And 
chicken, morcilla and black bean stew. 

Brindisa (brindisa.co.uk), the brilliant 
supplier of brilliant Spanish produce, 
has a wonderful restaurant in Borough 
Market (along with branches in South 
Kensington and Soho) while their former 
chef, Jose Pizarro (josepizarro.com), has

a small tapas bar (Jose) and a bigger 
restaurant (Pizarro) just down the road. 
Again, ingredients are flawless and 
cooking sublime. 

I've never eaten a bad bite at Moro 
(moro.co.uk) in Exmouth Market, one of 
the real Spanish pioneers. Sam and Sam 
Clark concentrate on the Moorish 
influence, which means you'll find dishes 
that meld Arabic and Iberian. So the 
labneh comes with exquisite grilled lamb 
chops, while yoghurt flecked with black 
cumin sits alongside charcoal roasted 
pigeon breast. And don't miss Morito 
next door. Serious tapas, at decent 
prices too. 

South Kensington is a good hunting 
ground too. Cambio de Tercio 
(cambiodetercio.co.uk) was the place I 
first tasted proper Spanish food. 
Sumptuous ox tail, a magnificent pulpo 
alia Gallega (octopus, potatoes and 
paprika) and some of the best Iberico 
ham to ever pass your lips. 

Fino (finorestaurant.com) is the elder 
sibling of Barrafina, and was quite 
groundbreaking when it first opened ten 
years back. I recently went to its 10th 
birthday party, and the food was as 
impressive as ever. It's modern Spanish, 
but never forgets its roots. Morcilla with 
quails eggs, arroz negras, and some very 
serious meat. 

Iberica (ibericalondon.co.uk), on 
Great Portland Street, is a ham master, 
and their tapas are simple, but never less 
than superb. While El Pirata de Tapas 
(elpiratadetapas.co.uk), on Westbourne 
Grove, is a local favourite, watched over 
by the immensely skilled Omar Allibhoy. 
He is also the man behind Tapas 
Revolution (tapasrevolution.com) in 
Westfield, a restaurant that proves that 
proper tapas can be done at very 
reasonable prices. 

Nowadays, respectable Spanish food 
is no longer an annual treat. Sure, there 
are still the cut-price grot-holes, but at 
long last this great cuisine has the 
restaurants to do it proud.

NO.11 PIMLICO ROAD 

As my mother always told me, 'you can 
always tell a good bar by the size of 
the celery in the Bloody Mary.' And so, 
when my cardinal cocktail arrived 
complete with a healthy pillar of green 
veg, I knew I was in good company. 

No.11 Pimlico Road, formerly 
known as the Ebury, is a new kid on 
the SW1 block, and while there is 
certainly no shortage of bars in the 
district, there are countless reasons to 
give this one a shot. Here you'll find 
open, bright decor and handsome staff 
in canvas aprons. 

A welcome change from the usual 
black-counter, dimly-lit bar in the area, 
No.11 has the feel of a Parisian deli. It's 
rare to find a bar where you can sit 
alone with a cocktail, unfazed with a 
newspaper as you wait for your guest 
to arrive. And the beer snacks aren't 
too shabby either, a wholesome mix of 
steaks, sweet potato salads and 
crostinis. Foodie paradise this is not, 
but if you're after a relaxing bite with 
an even more relaxing bottle of 
Malbec, then this must be the place.

Restaurant Michael Nadra 


T he first place I ever reviewed for 
this magazine was Restaurant 
Michael Nadra. Still fairly new to 
all the hidden hotspots of West London, 

I remember thinking to myself 'well if 
this is what dining out in this part of 
town is all about. I've got the right area 
here/ Two and a half years later I find 
myself back in the understated 
surrounds of one of Chiswick's most 
cherished eateries. 

In the time since I last visited, W4 
(along with the rest of the country) has 
seen more closures than openings. Even 
some long-standing locations have been 
forced to close as a result of the 
economic situation. Not so Michael. Not 
only has his eponymous restaurant stood 
firm, but he recently opened a second 
site as well. 

There's no great mystery as to why 
the joint is still thriving - the food is 
fantastic. It was when I first visited, and 
it still is now. The six-course tasting 
menu is amazing value at £49 per head 
(or £39 at lunch), and we'd recommend it 
wholeheartedly. On the night we visited, 
the first course was Scottish salmon 
ceviche, piquant with lime juice and 
softened with sweet potato puree. Next, 
a decadent combo of sauteed fois gras 
with fried quail, with a pomegranate and 
orange salad to cut through all the 


luscious richness. On to seared tuna 
with the most ridiculous buttery and 
silky saffron risotto, sauteed squid, and 
slithers of umami-rich seaweed and a 
soy dressing. If I only eat one dish for 
the rest of time, this will be an option. I 
would have been happy with that, but 
the Scotch fillet steak with truffle cream 
potatoes wasn't turned away. A trio of 
sorbets, and assiette of desserts 
(including a heavenly salted caramel ice 
cream), rounded things off with a well 
and truly deserved 'yum.' 

If you've yet to visit, make now the 
time you visit Michael for the first time, 
and if you've been and remember it 
fondly, keep up the support for one of 
our favourite local restaurants.

Philip Howard - head chef at The Square - 
shares his dessert dos and don’ts in new book 
The Square: The Cookbook Volume 2: Sweet 


TELL US A BIT ABOUT 
YOUR NEW BOOK 

One of the things I love about the new 
book is that it's a pure continuation of 
the first volume ('Savoury'), with the 
same philosophy that carefully chosen 
and beautifully prepared ingredients can 
deliver an enormous amount of pleasure. 
The desserts in the book are very much 
puddings at heart in that they really 
nourish the soul. There can be a danger 
that restaurants refine desserts to the 
point where they're a bit of a let-down 
but The Square's repertoire is 
sophisticated enough to serve at the very 
highest level whilst being satisfying 
enough to keep those who love a good 
pud thoroughly happy. 

WHAT’S YOUR 
FAVOURITE DESSERT? 

If I had to choose (and it's tricky) I'd 
probably say Creme Caramel. The recipe 
in the book for Creme Caramel with 
Golden Raisins and Sauternes is utterly 
delicious. It's silky smooth, elegant and 
refined, as well as being humble and 
a little bit naughty. Perfect. 


AND YOUR FAIL-SAFE 
DESSERT RECIPE? 

The Chocolate Fondant in the book is 
remarkably straightforward and 
achievable. It's a simple yet sophisticated 
dessert - a class act. And wicked. 

WHAT ARE THE SECRETS TO 
A GOOD SWEET? 

I'm a firm believer that a good dessert 
should be indulgent and should deliver 
soul-nourishing pleasure, but that at this 
level [The Square has held two Michelin 
Stars since 1998] it should also be 
refined and polished. Working with 
pastry can be quite technical so 
precision is important. The recipes in the 
book - as in the first volume - explain 
each step in detail so that you can see 
exactly how to achieve perfect results. 

ANY DESSERTS YOU HATE? 

On the whole I'm not very keen on Asian 
versions of French classics - something 
like a Jasmine Creme Brulee wouldn't 
appeal to me, for example. I also don't 
like desserts to be deconstructed to the 
extent that you have a plate composed of 


lots of tiny pieces of things. I think there 
should be a primary component that 
delivers real satisfaction. 

WHAT ARE YOUR FAVOURITE 
INGREDIENTS FOR DESSERTS? 

Vanilla is the greatest all-rounder, with 
a heady aroma and superb flavour. It's 
simply stunning. Cream is absolutely 
indispensable too and it's wonderfully 
indulgent. The UK has some of the 
world's best dairy products and our 
cream is exceptional. Pastry is another of 
my favourite sweet ingredients, adding 
welcome crunch and texture to a host 
of desserts. 

WHAT SWEET INGREDIENTS 
ARE IN SEASON FOR AUGUST? 

Stoned fruits such as nectarines and 
peaches are wonderful at this time of 
year and they're really versatile. Figs are 
fantastic too. The book includes recipes 
for everything from a Peach and 
Raspberry Trifle which is the very 
essence of summer, to a Nectarine Fool 
and a fragrant dessert of Port-roasted 
Figs with Lemon Beignets. 
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WHAT’S YOUR ESSENTIAL 
‘KITCHEN KIT’? 

A good electric mixer saves time and 
effort, and it has the added advantage of 
preventing things like pastry becoming 
too warm through being handled too 
much. For the same reason. I'd say that 
a marble slab or work surface (which 
will be cool to the touch) is very useful, 
as is a heavy rolling pin.

DID YOU ALWAYS WANT 
TO BE A CHEF? 


WHERE ARE YOUR FAVOURITE 
LOCAL ‘FOOD HEROES’ 

We're very lucky to have some 
wonderful shops in Barnes including 
Two Peas in A Pod for superb fruit and 
vegetables. The Parish Bakery for 
delicious freshly baked bread, J Seal 
Butchers and the Barnes Fish Shop. 
There's an excellent farmers market on 
Saturdays too. I co-own Sonny's Kitchen 
on Church Road so that's a favourite 
place for a leisurely weekend lunch or 
relaxed dinner, and I also enjoy visiting 
Riva and The Sun Inn. 

HOW DO YOU SPEND YOUR 
TIME OUT OF THE KITCHEN? 

Thinking about what I'm going to cook 
when I'm back in the kitchen! I obviously 
love spending time with my family, and 
I really enjoy going for a run along the 
river. I'm a fanatical skier too. 


I didn't have a clue how to cook until 
I went to university so until that stage, 
being a chef hadn't crossed my mind. 
Once I started cooking though, I knew 
that it was going to be the career for me. 
My love of cooking swiftly outstripped 
my abilities as a microbiologist! 

HOW LONG HAVE YOU 
LIVED IN BARNES? 

I've lived in Barnes for 15 years and 
I love it. It's one of the last true villages 
in the stronghold that is London and it 
has its own identity, with some fantastic 
independent shops. It's very peaceful 
and it even has a pub overlooking 
a pond [The Sun Inn]!

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Nougat 


INGREDIENTS 

125g shelled unsalted pistachios 
125g shelled unblanched almonds 
125g shelled unblanched hazelnuts 
420g caster sugar 
lOOg liquid glucose 
50g organic egg whites 
110g runny honey 
lOOg icing sugar 


METHOD 


D Spread out the nuts on 3 small baking 
trays and roast in an oven preheated to 
160°C/Gas Mark 3 for 15 minutes, or until 
golden brown. Remove from the oven and 
allow to cool overnight in a dry, moisture- 
free environment. 


B The following day, put 400g of the sugar 
in a medium heavy-based pan with the 
glucose and 125ml water and set it over 
a high heat, stirring occasionally to dissolve 
the sugar. Once the syrup is boiling, turn the 
heat down and insert a sugar thermometer. 
While the syrup is coming to the boil, put 
the egg whites in a freestanding electric 
mixer and warm the honey. Also warm 
a baking tray (about 30cm square), line it 
with baking parchment and generously dust 
with icing sugar - this is for tipping the 
nougat on to. 


When the temperature of the sugar 
syrup reaches 130°C, turn on the electric 
mixer and whisk the egg whites on high 
speed until they start to aerate. Whisking 
constantly, add the remaining sugar and let 
the whites rise further, then gradually add 
the honey. By the time the meringue is 
ready, the sugar syrup will be approaching 
the required 145°C. At this point, remove it 
from the heat and gradually add it to the 
meringue, whisking all the while. Continue 
to whisk at full speed for 12 minutes. Then 
turn the mixer down to a slow speed, add 
the nuts and mix until they are evenly 
distributed through the meringue. 


Turn the nougat out on to the prepared 
tray. Dust the surface of the nougat with 
icing sugar and gently press it down into 
a flat, even slab. Dust with further icing 
sugar and, with both hands and a rolling 
pin, press and roll the nougat into a firmly 
compressed, neat-sided slab 1.5cm thick. 
Leave to cool in a moisture-free environment 
for 6 hours. Use a serrated knife to cut into 
pieces as required.

da Tapegaria in Portalegre to 
see how elaborate paintings can 
be reproduced in tapestry form. 
Nearby, a group of local women 
weaved stunning carpets using 
age-old methods at the 
Manufactura de Tapegarias. 

Foodies won't be 
disappointed by portion sizes in 
the Alentejo. The locals love 
their food and wash it down 
with generous amounts of the 
region's wine. Sweet chestnuts 
are served with venison, while 
typical starters include 
Portalagre smoked sausage and 
Queijo de Nisa, a tangy sheep's 
cheese. You'll find references to 
peasant food too, like bread pudding 
and simple soups. Best of all are the 
egg-filled desserts, baked according to 
old convent recipes. 

Gargantuan lunches can be walked 
off at Castelo de Vide, a 14th century 
hilltop castle town with close-knit 
cobbled alleys and a Jewish quarter 
dating back to the Middle Ages. 

We retired to Hotel O Poejo, 
a pretty boutique hotel, where we were 
welcomed like old friends and given 
a taster painting lesson by local Dutch 
artist, Leone Holzhaus. A delicious 
three course dinner followed, the 
highlight being a succulent rabbit stew. 

Next stop: Nisa, famed for exquisite 
embroidery and unique pottery, which 
is best showcased at Museu do 
Bordado e do Barro. Stop for lunch at 
the superb Taverna da Vila and treat 
yourself to delicious battered fish. 


Those seeking a touch of grandeur 
should end their stay at Pousada Flor 
da Rosa in Crato, a monastery-fortress 
that has been luxuriously renovated 
into plush accomodation. 

Whether you're after sunshine, 
crafts or outdoor activities, this largely 
undiscovered region can meet your 
needs. Take a detour from the Portugal 
you think you know and discover an 
idyllic portion of this fantastic country.

H olidaying to Portugal may 
conjure up visions of busy 
beaches and golf tours, but 
venture inland beyond the mountains 
of Monchique and you'll find the 
lesser-known landscape of the 
Alentejo: rolling plains smattered with 
chestnut trees, fields of wheat, cork 
plantations and whitewashed villages. 
This sparsely populated region is 
famed for its arts and crafts, and is 
a complete departure from the tourist 
trail. You are best off navigating it by 
car, or better still with the help of a 
local guide. Arriving in Northern 
Alentejo - a land of fortified towns, big 
skies and laid back locals - we found 
the fields carpeted with wild flowers. 
Our guide, Olga, told us that spring is 
the prettiest time of year to visit, before 
the land becomes more arid. 

From hilltop towns to low-lying 
villages crowned by monasteries, you 
are spoilt for choice when it comes to 
places to stay, and the medieval-walled 
fortress town of Marvao is no 
exception. It perches 850 metres above 
sea level in mountainous surroundings, 
offering a 360 degree panorama. We 
stayed at Pousada de Marvao and dined 
in the restaurant, overlooking the craggy 
mountainside and distant green plains. 

Sporty types will enjoy hiking 
through the Park Sao Mamede, 
a preserved area of natural beauty, or 
horse riding at the sun-soaked estate 
Alter do Chao Stud, dotted with 
apricot coloured farm buildings.

How did you start out in property? 

My property career didn't exactly start 
in the most traditional manner.
